Other  suggestions  were  the 
Wilkinson  Center  Bookstore 
Parking  Lot  and  north  of  the 
Administration  Bldg.,  near  the 
proposed  overpass  for  the 
Sports-Culture  Area. 

Still  undecided  also  is  the  type 
of  marquee  to  bxuld. 

“We  don’t  know  who  to  let  pick 
the  design,”  Symkoviak  noted.  “It 
will  either  be  the  students  or  a 
committee  of  class  presidents.” 

Funds  for  the  project,  he 
reported,  would  come  from  the 
class  gift  funds  of  the  freshman, 
sophomore  and  junior  classes.  The 
class  presidents  have  already 
agreed  to  use  their  money,  which 
amounts  to  over  $12,000,  for  the 
proposed  sign. 

However,  the  cost  for  the 
marquee  would  be  at  most 
$10,000  and  most  of  the  bids 
have  been  below  this  price, 
Symkoviak  said. 

Want  Design  and  Quality 

“We  are  more  interested  in 
design  and  quality  than  cost,”  he 
explained.  “We  have  the  money. 


but  we  have  set  the  $10,000 
ceiling.” 

Symkoviak  said  that  the 
purpose  of  the  marquee  would  be 
to  announce  pertinent  events  to 
the  student  body,  add  beauty  to 
the  campus  and  also  inform 
residents  of  the  community  about 
events  on  campus. 

He  further  noted  that  many 
other  large  and  small  universities 
have  marquees  and  have 
successfully  used  them  to 
publicize  events. 

The  groups  submitting  bids  are 
Young  Electric  Sign  Company, 
20th  Century  Lights,  Jackson 
Neon  Sign  Co.  and  The  Emplon 
Co.  These  companies  have  stated 
that  it  would  take  about  40  days 
to  complete  construction  of  the. 
sign. 

“We  would  like  to  have  the  sign 
up  before  the  end  of  the 
semester,”  said  Symkoviak,  “but 
this  will  all  depend  on  whether  it 
is  passed  and  how  soon  we  can 
work  out  details.”

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Church  Against  NET 

The  First  Presidency  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  disavowed  Tuesday  any  relationship  with  the 
Neighborhood  Emergency  Teams. 

The  teams  are  supposed  to  be  neighborhood  organizations  to 
deal  with  the  problems  that  would  come  with  civil  disorders  of 
a severe  type. 

The  statement  reads : 

“The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  has  no 
connection  whatsoever  with  the  Neighborhoods  Emergency 
Teams  nor  does  it  approve  of  its  members  being  active  in  such 
groups. 

“TTie  Church  has  never  authorized  the  organization  of  any 
such  groups  and  does  not  now  give  any  such  authorization. 

“On  the  other  hand,  the  First  Presidency  encourages  members 
of  The  Church  to  give  full  support  and  cooperation  to  local  and 
state  law  enforcement  groups  and  civil  defense  officials  who  are 
well  organized  to  meet  any  emergencies  which  may  arise.” 

Col.  William  Koerner  (retired),  one  of  the  leaders  of  the 
group,  said  that  the  statement  was  expected.  “I’ve  been  saying 
at  the  meetings  that  it  is  not  a Church-sponsored  organization,” 
he  said. 


Presidents  Urge  Creation  Of 
Student  Liaison  Committee 


The  Utah  President’s  Council 
adopted  a resolution  Saturday 
calling  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Student  Liaison  Committee  to 
deal  with  student  problems 
requiring  administrative  action  at 
each  of  the  colleges  and 
universities  in  Utah. 

Meeting  at  Weber  State  College, 
the  council,  composed  of  the 
student  body  presidents  of  the 
Utah  colleges  and  universities, 
urged  the  colleges  to  adopt  the 
Commission  which  has  already 
been  established  at  the  University 
of  Utah. 

The  Commission  would  deal 
with  such  problems  as  tuition, 
residence  hall  hours  and  other 
student  complaints. 

Representatives  from  the 
University  of  Utah  at  the  meeting 
reported  that  the  Commission  at 
the  U of  U has  been  effective  and 
highly  respected  by  both  students 
and  administrators. 

The  presidents  also  evaluated 
the  success  of  the  Council’s  recent 
lobbying  efforts  to  increase  the 


budgets  of  state-supported 
colleges  and  universities  in  Utah. 

A report  issued  by  the  Council 
said  Utah  ranked  44th  of  the  50 
states  in  state  appropriations  per 
student. 


Rosencrantz 

The  final  performance  of 
“Hamlet”  and  “Rosencrantz 
and  Guildenstern  Are  Dead” 
will  be  today  in  the  de  Jong 
Concert  Hall. 

‘‘Hamlet’’  is  the 
w e 1 1 ■ k no wn  Shakespearean 
tragedy,  played  by  the 
Producing  Manager’s 
Company  of  New  York  at  4 
p.m.  today. 

‘‘Rosencrantz  and 
Guildenstern”  is  a modern 
paraphrase  of  “Hamlet”  seen 
through  the  eyes  of  two 
minor  characters, 
Rosencrantz  and 
Guildenstern.  It  plays  at 
8:15  p.m. 
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Senator  Frank  Moss 
. . . co-sponsored  a resolution 
calling  for  the  U.S.  Government 
to  propose  a mutual  cease-fire  at 
the  Vietnam  Peace  Talks  in  Paris. 

The  resolution  was  introduced 
by  Senator  Walter  Mondale, 
D.-Minn.  Senator  Moss  told  the 
Senate  an  editorial  in  a Salt  Lake 
City  newspaper  (Deseret  News), 
pointed  out  the  merit  in  the 
proposal. 

“Most  Americans  will  be 
surprised  to  learn  that  the  United 
States  has  never  made  such  a 
common-sense  proposal  for  a 
mutual  cease-fire,”  Senator  Moss 
said.  “The  North  Vietnamese  may 
reject  it,  but  at  least  we  should 
make  the  sincere  offer. 

“The  proposal  should  contain 
detailed  provisions  for 
international  peacekeeping 
machinery  to  oversee  the 
cease-fire,  the  withdrawal  of 
outside  military  forces,  and 
prompt  free  elections. 

“Surely  a negotiated  cease-fire 
is  much  preferable  to  the  endless 
agony  of  Vietnamization.  As  the 
editorial  says,  “Certainly  a 
cease-fire  could  bring  all  U.S. 
forces,  not  just  combat  troops, 
home  much  faster  than 
Vietnamization  of  the  conflict 
alone.’ 

“The  editorial  also  points  out 
that  Vietnamization  alone  ‘may 
simply  perpetuate  the  slaughter 
with  South  Vietnamese  deaths 
being  substituted  for  American 
deaths,”  Senator  Moss  said. 

. . . Co-sponsored  two  bills 
introduced  by  Senator  Edmund 
Muskie,  D-Maine,  for  pollution 
control.  Senator  Muskie, 
Chairman  of  the  Subcommittee 
on  Air  and  Water  Pollution,  said 
the  bills  would  be  considered  at 
hearings  in  the  near  future.  One 
bill  is  the  Air  Quality 
Improvement  Act,  which  would 
extend  and  increase  the 
authorizations  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act  which  expires  June  30,  1970. 

‘‘This  bill  authorizes  the 
Secretary  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare  to  require  emission 
controls  for  aircraft,  vessels  and 
other  moving  sources  of  air 
pollution,”  Senator  Moss  said. 

“It  also  broadens  existing 
provisions  regarding  automobile 
emissions  controls  and  establishes 
an  Office  of  Noise  Pollution 
Abatement  in  the  Department  of 
HEW.” 

The  second  bill  is  the  Resource 
Recovery  Act  which  is  aimed  at 
replacing  the  Solid  Waste  Disposal 
Act  which  expires  June  30,  1970. 

‘‘This  bill  provides 
authorizations  for  community 
disposal  facilities  and  emphasizes 
the  need  to  recover,  recycle  and 
reuse  valuable  resources  which  are 


presently  burned,  buried  and 
wasted. 

“As  these  older  laws  expire,  we 
must  take  a new,  fresh  look  at  the 
growing  pollution  problem  facing 
us.  In  Salt  Lake  City  and  other 
parts  of  the  state,  we  have 
recently  witnessed  the  growing 
concern  of  the  general  public 
regarding  the  problem  of 
pollution. 

“These  two  laws  alone  will  not 
solve  the  vast  problem,  but  I will 
work  for  their  passage  because  of 
the  significant  contribution  they 
will  make,”  he  said. 

Senator  Wallace  Bennett 

Sen.  Bennett,  recently  praised 
as  “realistic,  imaginative,  and 
essential”  a series  of  seven 
environmental  anti-pollution  bills 
sent  to  Congress  by  President 
Nixon  and  introduced  today  in 
the  Senate.  The  Utahn  is  a 
co-sponsor  of  all  seven  bills. 

“President  Nixon  has  solidly 
shown  his  commitment  to  make 
our  land,  air  and  water  compatible 
with  human,  animal  and  plant 
existence.  He  has  put  the  great 
influence  of  his  office  on  the  line 
to  begin  the  monumental  task  of 
repairing  the  damage  that  years  of 
neglect  have  inflicted  upon  our 
environment,”  Sen.  Bennett 
stated. 

The  bills  introduced  by  Senate 
Minority  Leader  Hugh  Scott, 
R-Pa.,  on  behalf  of  himself  and 
Sen.  Bennett  include  three  pieces 
of  legislation  to  combat  water 
pollution,  one  on  air  pollution, 
one  on  solid  wastes,  one  to  clean 
up  parks  and  recreation  areas,  and 
one  to  establish  an  Environmental 
Financing  Authority. 

About  349  miles  of  the 
Interstate  Highway  System  within 
Utah  are  now  open  to  traffic,  with 
work  in  progress  on  all  but  8.4  of 
the  remaining  586  miles  of  the 
Utah  portion,  Sen.  F.  Bennett, 
reported  recently. 

The  figures  represent  progress 
on  the  955-mile  system  in  Utah 
up  to  the  first  of  1970,  Sen. 
Bennett  noted.  “When  completed, 
the  Interstate  System  will  be  our 
nation’s  key  highway  network, 
serving  both  civilian  and  defense 
needs,  and  carrying  more  than  20 
per  cent  of  all  traffic,”  he 
explained. 

“Since  1956,  more  than  $315 
(m)  million  worth  of  projects  in 
Utah  principally  financed  with 
Federal  funds  as  part  of  the 
Interstate  System  have  been 
completed,”  Sen.  Bennett  said. 
“Currently,  there  is  an  additional 
$155'  (m)  million  worth  of 
projects  that  are  under  way  or 
have  been  authorized.”

Future  May  Uncover 
Long  Republican  Era 

It  must  be  pleasant  to  the  Republicans  in  Congress  these  days  to  have 
a well-received  Republican  President,  to  find  themselves  winning  battles 
in  Congress,  to  be  possessed  with  popular  programs— and  to  see  the 
Democrats  in  disarray.  This  is  a surprising  reversal  from  those  years  on 
years  when  the  Democrats  were  riding  so  high. 

Of  course  it  is  not  salutary  for  the  country  to  have  the  loyal 
opposition  so  much  in  the  doldrums,  uncertain  of  leadership,  unstable 
in  policies.  Fortunately  the  Democrats  have  a tradition  of  self-renewal 
by  controversy,  of  looking  distraught  while  undergoing  revival.  And  the 
very  fact  now  that  some  energetic  characters  may  be  entering  the 
November  election  lists-a  Stevenson,  an  ex-college  president  (Abrams 
of  Brandeis),  a Sorensen-suggests  basic  vigor. 

Misfortune  has  struck  hard  at  Democrats.  Sen.  Kennedy  drove  off  the 
bridge  at  Chappaquiddick  and  the  charismatic  leader,  counted  on  to 
provide  zest  for  1970-72,  was  virtually  lost  to  them.  Lyndon  Johnson 
has  used  TV  to  recount  his  stewardship-and  stir  things  up.  Sen.  Fred 
Harris,  chosen  Democratic  National  Chairman,  led  the  party  further 
leftward  than  many  old  guardists  and  midroaders  rehshed.  The  party  is 
over  $7  million  in  debt.  Its  congressional  leadership  is  handicapped  by 
efforts  in  the  House  to  overthrow  senior  leadership  deemed  too  senior, 
and  by  policy  uncertainties  in  the  Senate.  Democratic  liberals  are 
bucking  a conservative  tide,  nationwide. 

And  then  there  is  the  fact  that  the  Democrats  underestimated 
Richard  Nixon.  Not  only  has  he  snatched  their  issues-  welfare, 
pollution,  tax  reform.  Not  only  has  he  managed  to  “buy  time”  on  the 
gravities  of  Vietnam  and  inflation.  He  also  has  managed,  by  being  the 
middle  class’s  middle-of-the-road  champion,  to  hold  on  to  his  slim  1968 
election  majority  and  to  begin  to  woo  the  blue-collar  working  class. 

None  of  this  means  that  the  Democrats  may  not-as  happens  in 
midterm  elections— win  a few  additional  House  seats,  perhaps  even 
upset  the  Republican  hopes  of  capturing  seven  Senate  seats  and  Senate 
control.  The  Democrats  could  seize  a couple  of  governorships.

“We’re  at  .our  wit’s  ends,  we 
don’t  know  where  to  go  now,”  he 
says  of  the  problem  facing  both 
he  and  Douglas  Isaacson,  who 
composed  the  music  for  the 
opera. 

So  far,  they  have  approached 
the  senior  class  and  the  Musi 
Dept,  in  an  effort  to  find  a 
sponsor.  “We  wanted  the  senior 
class  to  produce  the  libretto  for 
their  gift,  but  we  were  turned 
down.  We’ve  made  advances  to 
the  Music  Dept.,  but  they  have 
just  about  decided  not  to  produce 
opera  anymore-they  were  going 
broke  every  time  they  did.” 

“Everyone  is  very  enthusiastic 
about  it— but  we  need  more  than 
enthusiasm.  We  need  money,”  Dr. 
Larson  says.
